This Berlin-NiederschGneweide firm, one of the leading wartime 
German producers of electric anodes and dry batteries for guided 
missiles, was dismantled in the autumn of 1945. Some of the 
equipment was returned in late 1046. At present, 240 German 
engineers and skilled workers are producing electric drv batteries 
for guided missiles. These batteries are made according to the 
‘German Army models after testing, they are shipped in smail 
quantities to a battery factory in Noginsk which is using some 
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of the former Pertrix machinery. A special laboratory 
at the Pertrix rlant, headed by a Soviet engineer with 
‘the rank of major, employs only Russian workers. It is 
expected that some personnel, doth Germar and Soviet, 
soon will be transferred to Noginsk.
